Consolidation of the Lincoln- 
Alliance Bank and Trust Company 
ond the Rochester Trust and Safe 
Deposit Company has been ap- 
proved by boards of directors of 
both banks, according to a joint 
announcement yesterday by Ray- 
mond N, Ball, president of Lincoln- 
Alliance, and George H. Hawks, 

president of Rochester Trust. 


The Lincoln-Alliance is largest 
and the Rochester Trust the third 
bank of Rochester. 

Plans for the merger, largest 
ever effected In Rochester, will be 
submitted for approval to the State 
Banking Department and the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, and finally to 
stockholders of both banks. Spe- 
clal meetings of the stockholders 
will be called immediately follow- 
ing approval by banking authorities 
and Ball and Hawks said it is 
Noped that consummation of the 

‘eondolidation will be possible by 
July 2 
} Assets $235,000,000 

The merged institutions will have 

total banking assets of $235,000,000, 
capital funds exceeding $15,000,000, 
land total assets of the two trust 
departments will be in excess of 
$170,000.000. The new bank will be 
the second largest in the state out- 
side New York City, exceeded only 
by Marine Trust Company of Buf- 
falo, 

Proposed name of the new bank 
is The Lincoln Alliance Rochester 
Trust Company.

Roots of both of the banks go 
back to the early days of banking) 
in Rochester. The Safe Deposit 
Company of Rochester was organ- 
ized in 1868 and it enlarged its fleld 
in 1884 by adding trust facilities 
and becoming Rochester Trust and 
Safe Deposit Company. 

The Lincoln-Alliance Bank and 
Trust Company resulted from a 
merger i. 1920 of the Lincoln Na- 
tional Bank, founded in 1909, and 
the Alliance Bank, founded in 18953. 
Lincoln National Bank's roots go 
back’ to Flour City Bank, founded 
in 1856 and later merged with Flour 
City, Commercial Bank and Ger-| 
man-American Bank to become the! 
National Bank of Rochester, the 
name of which later was changed 
to Lincoln National Bank.

EE evening of May 3rd found quite a group of the Rochester Trust "boys" gathered 
at the Webster Bowling Alleys, to welcome home Frankie Schmidt and Bob Morrow 
at a bowling party and luncheon, Looking back, now, everyone present was enjoy- 
ing everything which makes up a part of such gatherings.

AS SEEN THROUGH GOGGLES 
Ps Uy Lt theodore H, Batsterd 


ELLO again from the Southwest where from the last of March to the first part of 
May the winds blow almost daily and the sand gets in everywhere and everything. 
When they first start you notice them but after a few days you pay no more atten- 
tion to them than you would frequent rains, A great deal of damage is done in 
this vicinity at this time of year, but rarely is anyone injured as a result of 

these winds, Trees and vegetation do not grow very deep in this’ lochlity because of 
the hard pack soil and many trees are up-rooted duving this windy period, Tumbleweed 
can be seen anywhere on the Post blowing in from the desert in ali directions, One 
day I watched a can come rolling down one of the roads on the post and wher the wind 
subsided it came to rest, but only temporarily as it was suddenly hurled in the oppo- 
site direction, This was repeated several times before it finally disappeared from 
view, 


You can get up in the morning and the sun will be shining and you say what a 
perfect day this is going to be, Suddenly, without warning, the wind begins to blow 
and then you soon have your eyes, ears, nose, shoes and shirt retaining many thousand 
particles of sand. Sometimes it blows so hard that you cannot see across the street 
because of the sand, and it becomes necessary to wear goggles so you can open your 
eyes to see where you are going. There is not a building of any kind on the post that 
does not receive its share of sand that has to be cleaned out daily; but that, toc, 
you become used to ees a few days, 


“The other day I had an occasion to go Ce Tease Heights, a part of this 1200 
square mile post. There were countless buildings with portions of roofing gone and 
some had the windows or doors blown out. I believe the worst I saw that day was one 
of the buildings the Army puts up and calls a temporary type building, which had been 
entirely removed from its original position, This building is approximately one 
hundred feet long and twenty-five feet wide and was set on concrete posts. It was 
picked up by the wind and set three feet from its original position on the uneven 
ground, with the result that the steps leading into the side of the building (in the 
opposite direction in which the building was moved,) are now standing at about a 60° 
angle and penetrate the wall-near the roof, Of course many windows were broken and 
the building has many odd shapes depending on which angle you are looking at it. 
Looking along the ridge of the roof from the side, it has the appearance of a "sway’ 
back horse", oi

How- 
ever, before I go into that I do want to thank you all again for remembering 
me ‘and the seventeenth, you may be sure the address book has already been 
put to use, and of course, I especially appreciate your kindness in sending | 
Mother the thoughtful gift of candy last month, 

For purposes of continuity we'll revert back to the time after my 
departure from Rochester; at that time I was almost certain a change was in 
store for many of us and as things progressed they did in a matter of days 
after my return, In fact, I wasn't at Ord more than two full weeks during 
which time we all were busy, After this we went to a staging area, had 
several issues of clothing, etc, and finally that old gangplenk came into 
view complete with boat attached. In this respect we were fortunate in 
that the boat was comparatively new, a liberty model operated by the 
Merchant Marine, our order was smal] and consequently we more or less: had 
the run of the ship, One of the first questions any of you might ask is 
whether I was ill or not -- to this I'll answer in words six feet high all 
spelling yes -- you kmow you reach that point hoping death is just around 
the next corner only you know you'll never be that lucky, However, most of 
us were in exactly the same state, and we did have some memorable laughs 


‘throughout the trip, | Things always happen to me and even on board quite a ~ 


few did;.on our first day out the ship's purser died and then through a 
series of circumstances a few days later I was asked if I'd do some work 
for the ship's captain, This would give me something to do and more im- 
portant I'd be in some other quarters, The work in question turned out to 


-be that of our late purser, The Captain was a marvelous person; he'd lay 
out some work to cover an hour or so, leave me alone to do it and then 


return to provide assistance or give me more, As things turned out he in- 
vited me to eat my meals with the ship's officers in return for such small 
service as I was able to renddr and was his Zesture ever welcome, after 
feeding the fish for those few days any and all steaks, chops, or chickens 
were thoroughly appreciated, especially so when the trade below was dining 
on other items, 

In typical army fashion, I suppose, we set foot on alate soil 
about three A,M,. completely the worse for wear and tear, If you're in the 
mood for a short geography lesson, turn to your map, locate Anchorage, and 
I'd be some four or five miles away. 

Up until Yast week all of us were in a casual status awaiting 
assignment and since I. knew my stay would be short in all probability that 
was the chief reason for not writing sooner than this, If you were here 
you'd soon realize that the Aleutian chain seems to be very popular and all 
of us were banking our next month's pay that that would be our next stop. 
I don't believe I mentioned the fact that six of us came together, that is 
six of my good friends at Ord, two I had been with since early Roberts! 
days and the balance were acquaintances acquired at Ord, so naturally we 
would be concerned, Such was not to be however, for they in turn have all

been sent to separate installations and I've been assigned to the ror 
movement section here, I did dislike this to happen, but so far I con- 
sider it a good break in that I'll be on the mainland as well as I'm able 
to judge for a little while yet. After my work of the past year or so 
this is proving to be immensely interesting and I will be able to learn a 
few new things which may prove helpful sometime, 

“m As for Alaska itself I'm afraid I can't say too much except the 
following: before our arrival the thermometer had been hugging the mark 
of about forty below, but so far it hasn't gone below half that, we're 
living in prefabricated galvanized steel huts entitled Quonset Huts, heat 
by oil, I'd sell or give away my right leg for a supply of fresh milk or 
garden salad, Movies are amazingly current although our radio news is 
exceedingly meager with just one radio station we naturally wouldn't get 
any commentators, analysts, etc, 

One of the fellows with whom I work is a photography addict so 
I'll probably return ready to give battle with Mr. DeWitt. So far the 
work that I've done isn't fit for exhibition, but I'll send some along in 
my next letter. The parka itself is a wonderful article of clothing; 
judging from its warmth and Rochester's winter you all could have used one, 
We are able to get all the film we need, including Kodachrome, and this I 
know will make some of you writhe. 

Recently I had a letter from Roge's sister with the news that 
Roge is now someplace in France; what a wealth of experiences he's piling 
up. I had heard of his contemplated change, but I rather half expected 
he might possibly be returned to the States. Very likely they were pre- 
pared for some such development, but also, to have an entirely new situa- 
tion before you for another indefinite length of time does work a hardship 
I believe,

The 
post will really go over the top in this year's drive. 

El Paso recently célebrated the third anniversary of Antiaircraft 
Artillery at Fort Bliss, Everyone in El Paso really went all out to make 
it a memorable event, I am sending you under separate cover a copy of the 
Fort Bliss News which describes fully the entire program and what goes on 
at Fort Bliss in the various organizations of the AA, 

The small part I am playing in this fast moving organization is 
as supply officer for one of the installations that is charged with turning 
out specialists. At present I am signed for over three million dollars of 
government property which is made up of equipment used in training these 
specialists in the, various schools, We are now training men, both as re- 
placements and those who have returned from overseas, as instructors. Some 
of these men with a high aptitude may be sent to more advanced courses for 
special assignments, 

There is a great geet of stress being put on the training of men 
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as specialists by the War Denna at peseent: Out of two thousand men — 


every seventeen weeks we are sending out men trained as truck drivers, 
auto mechanics, electricians, artillery mechanics, cooks, carpenters, 
radio operators, field linemen, ground aircraft observers and intelligence 
men and clerical administrative specialists, Some of these men cannot be 
turned out fast enough and those who have reached a state of training in 
advance of schedule are released before their field course has been com- 
pleted, 

There is little to tell you of this area that I have not already 
written, and places to go when off duty are very limited. The most inter-~ 
esting place to visit is Carlsbad Caverns which everyone takes. in at the 
first opportunity, Chihuahua City in Mexico would be a pleasant trip if 
permitted by the War Department. At present Juarez is as far into Mexico 
that any servicemen may go. 

As one crosses the bridge into Juarez from Bl,/Paso, all you can 
thihk of is entering a carnival with its blaze of signs lining both sides 
of the street and street vendors with their small stands parked along the 
curb barking out their wares, The merchants of Juarez are really riding 
on the crest of the wave since the war with a tremendous boost in their 
prices and large transit trade. .

Dear Friends: 

A cormunity bond of long standing 
and high humanitarian service was sever- 
ed Saturday when the Blood Donor Servico 
of the Rochester Chapter of the American . 
Red Cross was closed on orders of the 
Surgeons General of the Army and Navy. 


This action bocame necessary when 
V-E Day shifted the war from the Euro- 
peon theater to the Orient and cut re- 
quirements from 90,000 to 45,000 pints 
of blood a weck, This makes it possible 
for adequate supplies of whole blood 
and plesma to bo obtainod from other 
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centers equipped for this operation or 
nearer to supply depots, 


For the untiring cfforts of Red 
Cross volunteers, the cooperation’ of 
workers in nearby chapters and the spon- 
sorship of labor, manngement and civic 
organizations, the Blood Donor Service 
is deeply grateful. 


Every one of the more than 300,000 
donors, every workers and every fricnd 
has helped the Red Cross make an out- 
standing success of this fine, life- 
saving project.
